'Tis true 5 Henry Spencer Biſhop of Norwich, was General for-the King both 
in Ergland and France (did not Armour diſgrace Biſhop Hezry's Lawn- 
Sleeves?) The Biſhop of Ely was Lord Chancellor ; (Countez, Two.) Tho. A- 
rundel Biſhop of Hereford, (Countez, 'Three) Lord Treaſurer : Nicholas (Ab- 
bot of Waltham) Lord *Privy-Seal ; ( Four.) William Arch-Biſhop of Canter- 
bury; ( Five.) Alexander Arch-Biſhop of York ; (Countez, Six.) William Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter ; ( Sever.) And Thomas Biſhop of Exeter ; ( Eight,) Good 
Mem and True © (that's a Lye) a Pack of damnable Villains and Rebells as ever 
were in England, for taking upon them'(by Commiſſion) to rule the King and 
Kingdom, and fo the Judges concluded that (Commiſſion of thirteen Perſons 
ro rule the King and Kingdom, of which eight were Prelates, with five Lay- 
men, for faſhion-ſake, for the Prelates could out-vote them when they liſt,) a 
Deviliſh Rebellion, abominable Prelates in Rzch.

of the Conſtitutions of Forty ; there is not ſo many, and yet there is enow of 
thoſe Lambeth-Canons, which (the Defendant faid) do ſeem to have a mark of 
Non-allowance by the 13 Car.

is the;firſ# Vertricle, that'serronious, and outfof order. . 
If the Biſhop (the Original Cauſe of all this Diſcourſe and Stir, in ſending 
down a Sequeſtration of the {mall Tithes of St. Battolphs (the Defendant's Free * 
hold) by this ſame Harris,fin hopes to do the Defendant a Miſchief or Difplea- 
ſure,) had not been miſtaken in-thishis Attempt, theſe Evils had not come, they 
were but the third ConcoGion, and'neceſſary Conſcquents of the. Biſhops Error. 
Except ſome thought perhaps that Mr. Hickeringill' is (as Her#litus now calts

Pemberton goes on to this Effect, tho not perhaps in the very Words, -—Thar 
the Jury had heard the Defendant's ingenuous Acknowledgment, and that he 
muſt dire them to find good Damages,it they find for the Plantiff ; ſaying that 
the Biſhop of Londor is a plas and learned Biſhop, as any in England (that's

' upon treaty of Submiſſion, and as to a Friend, and without any exception or dif- 
. guſt, (well liked of, by the DoGtos,) atleaſt, wimanly to make his Table a Snare, 
except a Man had ſpoke Treaſon ; (but this is the Cander of an Eccleſtaifical- 
Lay-Elder, or Lay-Vicar-General:;) For that is his place, he is the Biſhop of 
Londor's Vicar-Genera), the Biſhop cannot help it, *he has a Patent for it for 
his Life, granted by Humphrey late Biſhop of London - Good doings! when

But liſten to the 
Judg, how he goes on, but takes no notice of what the Earl of Lincoln (wore 
againſt Harris, no notice of his forſwearing himſelf for the Company of a 
Wench, no notice of his being a Mazdlin-Drunkard, no notice of Harris his 
Deſign to enſnare the ſaid Earl out of the Fee-{izzple of the Manor of Tiroc- 
kingham, 300 |. per annum, by a Deed writ in Court-hand, which he thought 
the Earl couldMnot read, when the Earl intended only to ſettle the Mannor of 
Throckingham ; and for this piece of Knavery, the Earl ſwore, that he was cre- 
dibly informed, that Harris was to have, if it ſucceeded, a hundred Guinnies. 
Nemo repente fit improbus ; No Man can be a great Rogue per ſaltum, ſud- 


denly 3 Villany, like Youth, muſt have time to grow,” gradatim. But the

\ But the Jury withdrawing, (and Dinner ready) the Crier adjourn'd the 
Court ; but before he had fully cry'd out bis Cry; Hold, hold, cries Sir George 
Fefferies, and Sir Francis Withens, to the Crier ; and he obeyed : whilſt they 
whiſperd to the Judg, and deſired him to ſtay a little longer, for the Jury

After him came another with the ſame Errand, whether deceived through 
Weakneſs, or deligning to deceive the Defendant through Wickedzeſs, I ſhall

This is certain, the Plot was to inveigle the Defendant into the belief of 
the Verdi, which the Defendant did fo far believe, ( for neither he, nor 
any unbiaſs'd Men could imagine any other Verdi than for the Defendant ;

Speaker, or Spokes-man. 


Thus ended this Famous Trial,of which when I have made ſome Obſervations x 
(for the Torys have not got all the Obſervator's on their ſide :) I will give you an 
account of that other Eccleſiaſtical-Exgine to batter the Defendant, by Affidavits 
fvorn by ſix Eccleſiaſtical Lay-Perſons called *Pro&ors of DoGor's-Commons :

And then he muſt charge the Prelates too, if he charged all the Great Men, 
:f the Prelates be Magzates, or les Grantz— which could not be in a Queſtion 
of Blood. . 

'Tis true, the Biſhops are a kind of * Barons, and fo were the Abbots and *Pri- 


' ors, by virtue of the Baronies beſtowed upon them by the Charity or blind 


Devotion ( or. for what other reaſon) by William the Conqueror, ec. who 
divided his Conqueſts all over England into Knights-Fees ; and of ſeveral 
Knights- Fees ( laid together) he made Barozies: And ſome'of theſe *Baro- 
ries the Lay-men got, but the Clergy (11 the Scuffle and Scramble put in * 
(never fear it) for a Share ) and got proportionably, and more 3 ſome Lord- 
*Biſhops got, and ſome Lord-Abbots got, and ſome Priors. 
By virtue of which *Baronies they had Votes and Places in the Houſe of 
Lords. But one Houſe being not able to hold fo many Lords, the King di- 
vides his Baronies into Majores & Minores ; the Minors he tript off, but 
the Biſhops, Abbots, and Priors held 1t faſt till Hex. 8. and then the Lord- 
Abots and Priors trippd off, (this was a ſore Skock to the Prelacy) and only 
the Biſhops ( of all the Prelates 1n 2 R. 2.) hold it to this Day. And tho 
Parliaments (as at * Bury St. Edmgnds, and allo as aforeſaid 2. Edw. 3. ) have - 
been held without the Prelates; and tho it is declared (before the Diſſolution 
ot the Monaſteries, the major *Part of the Prelates) in 7. Her. 8. in Keil- 
ways Reports, Pp. 184. Dr. Standiſhes Cale. Les Juſtices de ſoi ent que noſtre 
Sergnenr le Roy poit aſſer bien tener ſon Parlement per luy, & ſes temporal Seignienrs, 
&+ per. ſes Commons tout ſans les ſpirituals Seignieurs : That our Lord the King 
may well-hold his *Parliament by Himſelf, and his Temporal Lords, and by his 
Commons, without the Spiritual Lords, &c. Yet (by virtue of their ' Baronies) 
they bave Right to fit in the Houſe of Peers, tho their * Brethren-Prelates 
(Abbots and *Priors) be outed, and the Privilege of Sitting in the Houſe ef 
Lords does not now continue {de faGo) to thoſe Gentlemen that now enjoy 
thoſe Baronies which the Abbots had,with all their Privileges and Immunities,e>c. ' 

Of which Privileges and I[mmunities, &c. this was one, to fit in the Houſe 
Peers, and granted and regranted, 1n the ſame manner the' Abbots, gc. held. 
theſe *Baronies, ButT do not know de Fare, how far this Immunity does 'ex- 
tend, nor is it my Province to argue it, tho I am poſlefled of the Barony of 
the Priory of Wickes in Effex, to me and my Heirs, with all the Immunities,e*c. 
and therefore one would think I might claim the Privilege of a Prelate, - out of 
that old Statute, 2 */F. 2. that hath cauſcd all this Debate and Debait.

Now if the ſpeaking againſt any Prelate who is, not Hagnas, (nor ſo men- 
tioned in the Declaration, ( as here it is not mentioned that the Plantiff is 
Magnss) and if in the Language and Dialect of thoſe Times, the Word * Bi- 
ſhops does not imply Magnates, or les Grants,) then ſurely af *Prelptes, and. alf 
that have the Fee-ſimple of thoſe Eands and *Barozzes, granted;to the King, 
and his Heirs and Aſſigns, by Act'of Parliament, and given and regranted to 
others, together with all the Immunities and Privileges that the Abbots had and 
enjoyed by virtue of thoſe Lands and  Baronies, &c. ought to have the Benefit of 
this Statute of Scandal. gMagnat. gud *Prelat. Why they . ſhould” not enjoy 
the Privilegeof *Prelates 1n that AG of 2 R. 2. of Scandal. Magnat. and all 
other Privileges that ever the Abbots enjoyed by virtue of their Lands and Ba- 
TOnies, m_ meer Temporals, ( not Goſpel nor Spiritual Priviledges) 1 cannot

made them ſo -2ad 3 and yet we do not read that Rehoboam nor Solomon op- 
pre{t the People, but that they had a Law on their ſide to vouch the Whips and 
the Scorpions too 3 ( Remember Emſon and Dudley!) 

No wonder (then) the People run into Rebellion to this day, V. 19. and 
run ſtark mad, and after a fooliſh Religion too, but they that were made deſpe- 
rate by bad uſage and cruelty (1t might be better with them, 1t could not be 
worle, they could but loſe their Lives, or their Livings, Lands, Goods, and Li- 
berty (more dear than Life) and therefore they publickly beat up their Drums 
to a Point of War—and makes the Trumpets——ſeund——To Horſe—To 
Herſe—Ver. 16. So when all Ira! faw that the King hearkned not unto 
them 3 the People anſwered the King, (to his Head, and to his Face, moſt ir- 
reverently) (aying— What Portion have we in David £ ' Neither have we 
Inheritance in the Son of Feſſe -. To your Tents, O Iſrael ; Now ſee to thy 
Houſe — David. 1 King. 12.16, 17, 18, 19,20. This 'tis, to take 70 warn- 
ing, no Counſe], no Advice, but of a fort; of young, unexperienc'd, hufſing, 
vapouring, ſanguinary, bluſtering, bold daring Coxcombs, and very ignorant 3 
the poor fooliſh King found it ſo (to his coſt) good Man, 

And what Miſchiefs have come to the Church, to the Nations, to Chriſtia- 
pity and Chriſtendom, by theſe raſh ſanguinary ways ? (for every thing is moſt 
certainly beſt preſerud, by the ſame Means and Methods by which it was made 3 
nor was the Peace of Chriſtianity, norits Propagation, by Might, nor by Power, 
but by my Spirit, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts). The World ſhall have a /arge and 
particular Account thereof, (if Mr. Hickeringill live) and can come at Per, 
Ink, and *Paper ; of which his Enemies (with all their Policies and Subtil- 
ties) have ot had power enough, as zet, to deprive him.— 

But will, no doubt, drive on (in the ſame Road) Fehu-like—ſtand and 
ſee what an old Houſe ſome Men have a mind to bring over their own

1328,) and againſt. their own Table 
of Fees : Wretched, univerſal, and abominable Impudence ! no Name can 
be bad enough for this wiltul and daring Attempt, and Contempt : What ? in 
God's Name, are any Prelats greater than the Laws, or too big to be ſubject to 
the King's Laws, or too great to be good ? God forbid. No wonder the 
whole Tribe unite their Power againſt the Man, who has coxrage to charge thoſe 
things hozre.upon them, and whom they (therefore ) hate, becauſe he is, (and few

Withins ſaid, They would 
take a Verdict only for the words 32 the firſt Connt : For inftead of daninable 
Plot (meaning) the Popiſh Plot ; their own little ſingle Witneſs, Harris, 
ſwore againſt them, namely, Horrid "Plot againſt my Righteous Name antl 
Perſon : though that word "Perſon was falſe too, for inſtead of Perſon, it was 
Repmtation, and fo did all the Witneſſes agree ; never was ſuch a C anſe carried, 
on the Teſtimony of ſo infamous a Mar, a Man of ſo bad Memory, that could 
not tell bis Tale right twice together, nor twice the ſame way ; and therefore 
though he had not been proved infamous, (by that Noble Earl) yet he ought

»ot to have been believed, againſt the Teſtimony of ſo many ſubſtantial Wit= 
neſles .( that if they were mot crazy_) muſt needs have better Memories thar -

PK yet the preciows Jury would not only believe him againſt /o wary, but 

would not only find the words, that are »ot a&ionable in themſelves ; as has been 
ov'd at large, and beyond all contradiction. | 

For Men, thus to ruin a Man, and beggar him, to enrich a Rich Man that 
has enough already, (one would think) or, at leaſt, is zwnch as he deſerves, is ſo 
like the Parable, in 2 Sam. 12. 1, 2, 3, 4. of the Ewe-Lamby (the poor- Man's 
whole' Subſtance loſt at a clap) that the Jury may thank God that they eſcape 
King David's Threat : For David's Anger, (Ver. 5.) was greatly kindled againft 
the Man ; and he ſaid to Nathan, As the Lord liveth, the Mar that hath done 
this thing ſhall ſurely die. And he ſhall reſtore_ the Lamb four-fold, (Mark. 
that, four times 2000 pounds, How much isthat ? Booo].) becanſe he did this 
thing ; and becauſe he had no pitty. = 

To diſhonour God, by a raſh Oath, taking his Name in vain, is, but (by 
our Law) twelve pence for the temporal Puniſhment. 

And to defame a Prelat, (that 1m compariſon of God 7s but Worms-meat ) 
ſhall the temporal Puniſhment be no leſs than Impriſonment, or 2000. 
in Mony ?- Oh monſtrous ! The Mercies of the Wicked are Crizelty. 

But cruel Men ſhould remember (in time they may have cayſe to remember) 
the wretched End of Empſoz and Dndley, thoſe grand Pick-pockets, that from 
the Breach of old Statutes, and Penalties, did tuine Families.

their loathed Names ſhould be chronicled to all *Poſterity, and ſo ſhall others too 
that drive the ſame Trade) condemn'd to the PiHory, and then to ride ny 
the City with Papers on their Heads,and their Faces towards the Horſes-tails; All 
ſeven died ſtrangely in ſeven Days after, ( in Newgate ) for very ſhame. 
There's an Eng," 4 wretched End of a Pack of Wretches, parkd Jarors, and 
Promoters. The Righteons God will hear the Groans and Cries of the Wi- 
dows and Orphans, by wnreaſonable and. wicked Men ruin'd and undone, and 
will pay off the ſtony-hearted Caitiffs (that have loſt all Bowels of Humanity 
and:Compaſhion ) with a Vengeance. 
| That Atheiſts may know that there '3s a God that judgeth in the Earth, and 
pays men in their own Coin. This Advnibezek (too late) acknowledg'd,when his 
Thumbs and great Toes were cut off, (the very ſame Cruelty which hehad in- 
flicted upon others.) And thus the Mergleſs, that (without remorſe) delight 
in the Ruin of © a, Man-and his Houſe, palliating Revenge with an Hypoctitt- 
call Deodand, to. ruin a-Man and his Heritage, when God has rewarded then in

Tho this mult be faid in the behalf of that Jury, ( that tho it was reported 


in Loxdon (before the Trial ) what the Iflue has provd, yer it 4s alfo faid,) 


that the Jury info great a Fine, ( as 2000 |.) intended nothing therein of Pre- 
judice to the Defendaut, but to bring him to a Submiſſion, in vindication of 
the Biſhop's Credit, which (how true it is is) Time will diſcover. 
Bur in truth the Biſhop's Reputation had been ſufficiently and better vindica- 
zed, if they had given credit to fix ſubſtantial Witneſſes, who acquitted the 
Defendant, that the Words in the Declaration were not ſpoken as they are

Evidence, — yet found they none — At laſt came one fingle falſe Witneſs, who 
will (as 'tis faid) be 1ndiGed thereupon for Perjury for his Pains, and Witneſles, 
ſubſtantial Witneſſes to prove it upon him,. let himclaw it off as well as he can, 
or his Friezds to help him. No Man is too great for the Law ; ſuch Fellows 
miſt be made Examples of, that ſwear tborow-ſtitch, and become falſe Witnelles, 
to get Naboth's Vineyard from him 3 when it can be done no other way, muſt 
It be done by a ſingle Sor of Belial ? N both had yet the Honour to fall by 
two Sons of Belial; Hard Caſe ! Muſt the Defendant be ruind by oe alone, 
and fach an one, and one ſo infamous > Nay, there was not only #wo agaiuſt 
aboth, but alſo there was not ſex poſitive Witneſſes for him, as there was for 
this Defendant, to ſwear poſitively that they were in Company all the Time, 
and' heard all the Words, which were zot ſo, but ſo, and ſo. And laſtly, were 
this little-Blade of Fortune reF#s in Cari, nor had any Deſign upon the De- 
fendant's Vineyard, and never ſo honeſt, yet it is againſt poſitive Scripture, 
and God's holy Word, for the Jury to bring in a Verdi& (thereupon) againſt 
the Defendant, ( as the Defendant well told them ) becauſe againſt ar Elder ar 
Accuſation ought n0t to be received, but at the Mouth of two or three Witneſſes : 
And neither Common-Law, Statute-Law, Civil-Law, Canon-Law, no, nor 
the Biſhop (of Rome) himſelf can gipe the Jury a Diſpenſation againſt God's 
holy Word; and that they will fone Day for ſo wilful a Sin, and fo fairly 
forewarn'd thereof by the Defendant. —- God forgive them !
